fev er. Usually there is difficulty in 
breathing, and the afflicted person 
believ es he is suffering from influ­ 
enza or a bad cold. 
The disease is 
rarely serious, but it usually lasts for 
a long time. 
Since the disease is transmitted by 
contaminated milk, it is important 
that all milk be carefully ex amined 
for the undulant fev er germs. 
This 
infection can best be prev ented by 
proper sterilization of milk and by 
hy gienic care and inspection of the 
animals. 
The boiling or "pasteurizing” of 
milk at a temperature of 142 degrees 
to 145 degrees Fahrenheit is suffi­ 
cient to destroy the germs causing 
undulant fev er. 
If y ou cannot ob­ 
tain pasteurized milk y ou can obtain 
this protection by slowly boiling the 
milk. 
Milk containers should he clean, 
cov ered and protected from flies and 
dust.

Usually there is difficulty in 
breathing, and the afflicted person 
believes he is suffering from influ- 
enza or a bad cold. The disease is 
rarely serious, but it usually lasts for 
a lonsr time. 
Since the disease is transmitted by 


contaminated milk, it is important 
that all miik be oarefuiiy examined 
for the undulant fever sertr-s. This 
infection can best be prevented by 
proper sterilization of m;Jk arid by 
hygienic care and -inspection of the 
animals.
